erslng the northern part of the state, 
the Clark road cutting 
across

does not represent a track of steel 
and ties, but is merely the line that 
the 
surveyors 
have 
followed 
and 


which is the shortest and best route 
to the California line. 


The Gould line, or the "Western Pa- 


cfilc, is simply an extension

Denver & Rio Grande railroad, which 
is owned by Mr. Gould.

north and south dimensions of Utah 
before it could cross the line into Ne- 
vada from Salt Lake. 


Tbis would make a very roundabout 


line, something that Mr. Gould is try- 
ing to avoid. Ilie tortuous curves of 
the Humboldt also increase the dis- 
tance to the California line no little 
amount. To leave the Humboldt would 
mean to encounter hills that nothing 
but the most costly construction work 
would enable to pierce. 


However, to the southward 
there 


is a succession of plains over which a 
road could be built with comparative 
ease. 


The map that lies in fiont of the 


writer shows the proposed line to ex- 
tend due -west from Green River to 
Salina, where is crosses the Marysvale 
spur of the D. & R. G. 
Thence its 


course is west by northwest to 
the 


Nevada line and only a trifle north or 
west to Reno. 


From this city the road will 
run 


northward to Beckwith summit, where 
it will cross the Sierras. 
The course 


through California is 
via 
Oroville, 


Sacramento, Stockton, Lathrop 
and 


Oakland. 


The road according to the map de- 


scribed would open up many Nevada 
mining camps that need only trans- 
portation facilities to 
render them 


populous and 
prosperous. 
It is a 


course along which water can easily 
be obtained and it cuts off a couple 
of 
hundred 
miles from the course 


along the Humboldt and via Ogden 
and Salt Lake. It is a much shorter 
line to I.ios Angeles than the Clark road 
and shorter to San Francisco than the 
Southern Pacific and, best of all, it 
passes through this city. 


It might not be amiss to say that 


the Gould road will absorb the N-C-O. 
The latter line is holder of a right of 
way that the Gould line most cer- 
tainly needs. 
In fact negotiations for 


its purchase by Mr. Gould were near- 
ly concluded several months ago, if 
rumor is to be believed.

THE OPIUM CONCESSION 


A 


S was to have been expected, the decision of the Phil- 


ippine government to grant a monopoly of the sale 


o£ opium in the archipelago to the highest bidder has 
evoked a storm of criticism. Stated by Commissioner Me 
the purpose of the commission is not to increase the sale, 
^but to regulate it and to secure a large revenue. The pro- 
•posal is to auction the concession every three years, and 
it is estimated that the highest bid will not fall below 


• 4500,000, which is to be used for paying- the expenses of 


TFilipino students sent to this country, the payment of 
•school teachers and Hie erection of schools in the islands. 
This effort to have the end justify the means seems in- 
tended to give the unpalatable pill a transparent sugar- 
Vesting-. 


In defending the policy of the commission he asserts 


that it is not feasible to prevent the habit of opium smok- 
ing among the Chinese, the bill restricting the sale of full- 
'"blooded Chinese and imposing heavy punishment upon 
disposal to Filipinos or Americans. Passing that issue 
attention may be directed to the wisdom of the plan. adop- 
ted. 
'Will the concessionaire, entrenched behind the gov- 


ernment monopoly, not naturally seek to extend the sale 
-or in order that It may reap as much profit over and above 
iiis bid for the privilege as possible? The terms of the 
"bill show that the government will rely almost wholly 
«apon the reports of the concessionaire and his agents for 
'Us regulation of Uie vice. The value of those reports can 
be best considered in the fact that the man who makes 
\hern will be personally profited by the extension of the 
^sale. Even the desire for larger revenue should not induce 
'•<Jie 'Taft commission to rush into this business without 
Snr'Oier consideration. — Pittsburg Dispatch.
